■Thursday. Clark, who flew into Toronto for the guest appearance, 
OS interviewed by Tabloid host Dick McDougall in connection with 
phis year's show.-. The Revue has, come of age. 

The effet of this oppeorance on the status of the McGill show 
will probably be quite consideroble. Tabloid, regardless of its national 
rating, is a widely viewed program. It makes a point of having as 
guests various entertainers and professional representatives, some of 
whom already enjoy considerable community prestige, while others 
show promise but have yet to mold o career. The fact that Tabloid 
has seen fit to classify the Red and White Revue, a "college" pro- 
duction that has liwver been thought of as going anywhere in pro- 
fessional circles, in éitheV category is a large step fonward for the 
show. 

Undoubtedly, Clark's professional experience contributed a great 
dedl towards making the appearance possible. Clark has earned a 

promising reputation as a song writer, and one of his tunes has been 
recorded and will be released shortly.

At various times, many clubs and societies have been founded 
at McGill, hod a brief hour of glory, and then passed on, unmourned. 
^^Skich^were the Scottish National Club and the Anarchist Club. The 
Wmise oiF. the latter might be unkindly ascribed to the theory that 
fit had outlived its usefulness ond was now redundant since the Uni- 
versity has managed to achieve a state of anarchy. There are other 
societies that still exist, buf which, like newly landed fish, give only 
on occasional flutter to show that they are still alive. Among these 
organizations is the one that bears the august title of the Literary 
ond Philosophical Society, in which is also incorporated the Writers 
Club. This society occasionally operates under its joint name, and 
sometimes appears to be two separate societiôs. 

While some sort of philosophical theory might be employed -to 
justify the present passive state of this society, there is norietheless 
quite a large body of students on the campus who hove interests 
for which this club should cater. Severah of the meetings held last 
term, led by members of the faculty, were excellent. But two or 
three meetings a term are just not enough for a society which could 
contribute so much to McGill by stimulating discussion and arousing 
interest in literature. 

The University needs a Literary and Philosophical Society. But 
it needs one that is olive and active. Instead of sporadic meetings, 
there should be a planned series of taiks and discussions, A revival

Re: Is There a Middle in tlio 
Middle Enstî 

A newspaper is entitled to pre- 
sent as many diverse views to Its 
readers as - it -desires. Moreover, 
the question whether these views 
are right or wrong: is usually n 
matter of opinion and private pre- 
judice. Yet just as a biased view 
is usually a matter of opinion 
and private prejttii|ee, sor must ob- 
jectivity and cmnpiëâ' accuracy be 
the essential qualifications of 
straight facts. The misrepresenta- 
tion and vicious twisting of facts 
in the article entitled "Israel the 
Aggressor", which appeared in 
yesterday's Daily, was so brazen, 
as well as obvious, that it led me 
to believe that it was done inten- 
tionally. The fact that the article 
was not signed only confirms my 
belief. 

Before someone writes in (as I 
am certain someone will) and 
accuses me of being prejudiced, I 
would like to state that) I most 
certainly am, especially because of 
the fact that I grew up in Israel, 
and still am an Israeli citizens. If 
not for my prejudice I would not 
have taken the bother to write in, 
since this letter is written as a 
result of my indignation rather 
then to correct the twisted facts. 
Nevertheless, though my opinions 
may be prejudiced, niy facts cer- 
tainly are not, and I rather think 
tliat I am in a better position thn^ 
tlic author of the article to present 
them. 

Mr. X (the author) uses as his 
main point of argument the fact 
that the Western powers supported 
l.sracl rather than the Arab coun- 
ti ies. In fact, ho put.s trrcat l)lanie 
cti the Western powers for cotn- 
mittinu: this so-called error. Yet 
."^Ir. X never even pauses to re- 
flect why the Powers have acted 
US they did. The answer to tliis 
should be fairly obvious. In fact 
Mr. X answers the question him- 
self. He says, "A community of 
about one million hctcrorreneous 
people . . . were eniililed to watre 
a successful war on hi'vum njitioiis 
witli over 70 million iiiliabitaiits." 
He maintains that it was Western 
moral support which helpe<i ae- 
complish this. Now, now Mr. X, 
if thei Western Powers were able 
to eniinatc such a great amount of 
moral support as to offset a TOrl 
advantage, then indeed their in- 
vention of the atom bomb has me- 
rely lipon tlio cieation of-unnccded 
lulvaiita^o. Tlio We.st in the tra- 
dition of real politique merely 
Lacked the stronger horse, and it 
won witli flyinsr color.s. 

Furthermore Mr. X claini.s tliaf 
these "heterogeneous people" were 
"gathered together from tho four 
corners of the earth, with no com- 
mon language, or even faith to 
I 'nd thom together ..." I grant 
tlu' fjic't that they pospcss no com- 
mon language, but to say that 
flioy have no common faith is sheer 
stupidity and ignorance. If not for 
their faith why would they linve 
gathered in this tiny land of their 
Forefathers? 'If not for their com- 
mon faith how would they have 
survived for over 2000 years? 

Incidentally it would interest 
Mr. X to 1-now that just prior to 
the establishment of the State of 
l.srael, the total porpulation of Pa 
lestino numbered juKt over onn 
million, the majority of whom were 



Jews. Thus it seems rather im- 
possible that the State of. Israel 
should have "rendered one million 
Palestinian citizens (Arabs) sta- 
teless and penniless." I do not 
deny that the . Israeli Arabs are 
stateless and penniless. They have 
always been so and I am afraid 
will always remain' thus. The Pa- 
lestinian Arabs arc probably the 
worst lot of all tho Arabs. In fact 
they never remained in Palestine 
for long, but kept shifting from 
one Arab country to the other. The 
majority of them are sneak thiefs 
who will drive a knife into you, 
but only when your back is turned. 
Furthermore the few pennies that 
they did manage to gather were 
almost exclusively the result of 
selling farm produce, much of it 
stolen, to the Jews. At no time did 
they ever contribute to the econ- 
omy, culture (this la by far the 
most ridiculous part of Mr. X's 
article) or well being of Palestine. 

Mr. X also claims that a true 
Zionist cannot be the national of 
any other country. With this I 
agree full heartedly but what Mr. 
X does not realize is that a true 
Zionist — "one who believes that 
Palestine is the home of all Zion- 
ists, and confesses religious, eco' 
nomic, and political allegiance to 
Israel" — will by definition pack 
up and go to Israel. If ho does 
not, then he is obviously not a 
true Zionist and therefore is not 
troubled by. the- question of' dual 
allvginni:e. Sjmpnthjr and allegian- 
ce for a country are two vastly 
different matters. 

Finally I would like to say that 
I could not be more, proud than of 
being a member of the "victorious 
gang" which heat a force 70 times 
its size, and has made Israel the 
most advanced state politically, 
economically, and militerialistically 
in the Near Eost. Indeed, Israel 
is the middle of the Middle East.

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McGill's Hockey Redmen aenved notice over the weekend that they 
iwill ibe a power to be reckoned with from hereon in the Interaollegiate 
Hockey x«ce. 

Those few fans from iMcGill, exaofcly three (8), who' ewv^ 4he 
Itodmen rack up the Itoamcrs 16-7 last weekend wore thoroughly con- 
vinced that the Kedmcn forwards have finally found their scoring 
punch. The Rodmen have a long way to go if they hope to get into con- 
tention in the quest for the IntercoUegiato hockey title. • 

At present the McGill color bearers are ten points out of first 
place with eight games to go. Being an optimist and loolctng at the 
future we see no reason why the Redmen should lose any of tliose 
games, providing that they remain in their present state of condition 
and don't have to run out to Trois Pistoles for practice sessions. The 
Redmen get their first chance to hit the winning side of the ledger 
against Intercollegiate competition when they take on Laval at the 
Forum this Saturday at 2:30 pm. 

McGill's coach, iRocky 'Robillard, reunited the forward line centred 
by Brian McCann with Dickte Baltian on right wing and Leo Konyk 
on left wing for the Lake Placid games and the results were very 
pleasing to say the least. All told this comination rolled up 30 scoring 
points in the two games scoring 13 goals and picking up 17 assists. 
The goals wore all the results of pretty passiiiir plays with the excep- 
tkut of one which Konyk took the. length of the rivk hefore scoring. 

Thb goal, which was one of the nicest we have ever seen scored 
in a game, came with a minute to go in the final period on the second 
game with lUcGill trailing by an 8-6 count Konyk picked up a loose 
puck in front of his own net and set sail. for the Roamer goaL Gather- 
ing speed as he hit centre ice he awenred around bne man a&d . stick- 
handled deftly by. anotlier. Thirty feet in front of the netlhe lcnw hed 
through the two defenicemen, leaving them in a heap on tlie^ïcI^Then 
as he got set to shoot from pointblank range he was pulled down from 
behind by a tackle that'would have done any Big Four lineman Justice. 
Falling to the ice he managed to lift the puck past the startled goalcr, 
and then ended up sprawled in the comer as he was mobbed by his 
teammates. 

Besides this marker, Konyk picked up fire others and also assisted 
on five other goals, a total of IL points in the two games, tops for 
the team. McConn had three goals and seven assists while Baltzan tal- 
lied four times and helped out on five others. Because of this showing 
it doesn't scorn likely that Robillard will break up this combination.
